DEBATE IN THE HOUSE, 

MR. KELLEY’S 3.65 CONVERTIBLE-BOND BILL. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Dec. 8.—The House this 
morning, in Commitiee of the Whole on the 
Generai Calendar, took up the bill of which Mr. 
Kelley is theauihor, for the exchange of greon- 
backs into 3.65 convertible bonds. 

Mr. Kelley proceeded to address the House in 
support of the bill. He said that it proposed 
that when any individual had any money lying 
idle for which he had no present use, he might 
lend it to the Government at the rate of 3.65 per 
cent, recalling it as he might do from a 
savings bank when the time came for the 
use of the money. He claimed that the 


Government would thus get about #@500,- 
009,000 at that low rate of interest, with 
which to redeem the _ gold-bearing bonds 


now held abroad ; that it would relieve the Gov- 

ernment of its foreign debt; that it would give 

increased value to greenbacks, diminish the de- 

mand for gold, and thereby remove the disparity 

between them and gold. It would quicken every 

industry, and restore confidence to the people, 
BUTLER, OF MASSACHUSETTS. 

After speaking for twenty-five minutes, Mr. 
Kelley yielded to Mr. Butler (Mass.), who advo- 
cated the bill, and claimed that it was.in accord 
with a position which be had held on the subject 
for many veara. If a person wanted money asa 
business loan he could not borrow it on com- 


mercial paper at less than 7 8, 49, 
or 10 per cevt, ‘and why? Because 
it -was understood that Congress and 
the Executive were determined to contract 


currency until specie-payment was reached; 
but specie-payment there never had been, and 
never would be. It wasadelusion. But specie- 
vaiues they would come to. He wanted the Gov- 
ernment tocome into the market as a borrower 
at alow rate of interest, then the next range 
would be nearer to it, and so on till all rates of 
interest came down.

Mr. Garfield—I have but few words 
say.

for peace, but as a terrible and fell necessity of 
war, we tssued $350,000.00 of paper as a forced 
loan, with the full purpose of all thoughttal 
statesmen of that time to take it upat the 
earliest possible moment and restore the Gov- 
ernment to the money-standard of the Consatitu- 
tion. We went up booming in those days of in- 
crease and inflation, and, as in such times all 
basiuess 18 easy, 80 when we attempted to re- 
turn we found it very hard. We have been 
coming down through great tribulations, dis- 
tress, aud panic, and bard times, for all mark our 
pathway downward towards solid values. The 
gentleman from Massachusetts (butler) says

No 
other measure will be tolerated by the civilized 
world, or will bring relef to the distress of 
labor, the stagnation of capital, the disturbance 
of values, these being all our woes.

depreciated the renewal of this financial discus- 
s10n a8 vecessarily fruitiess. We know, said he, 
thas uo results will tlow from it, except those 
fluctuations in business which are sure 
to follow such Congressional agitation. 
The solid people, the business men, the mer- 
chants, and workingmen do not expect legisia- 
lation from this session. It would be wise, if 
not decorous, toailow the popular party wheo 
in power to settle this question if they can. 
Business, if reviving, will fee! a blow from this 
discussion of the subject. Speculators thrive 
on these inconsequential debates.

TUF PRESIDENCY OF THE SENAILE, 
Speocail Liepatch ta The Chicago Trioune, 
WasutnectTon, D. C., Dec. 8.—The Senate ad- 


publican Senators went into caucus, where they 
‘emained two hours. ‘The Senators are up- 
usually mysterious about the proceeaings of this 
caucus, but from creditable sources it is be- 
lieved that the following is the outline of the 
proceedings: The first subject brought before 
the caucus was the consideration of the ques- 
tion whether the fact that Vice-Presrmdent Wii- 
son had resumed his position as presiding officer 
of the Senate made it necessary to elect another 
Vice-President pro-tem. to serve in case of the 
future absence of Mr. Wilson. There was 
here some contest betweenthe fnends of Matt 
Carpenter and bis opponents, when it was finally 
decided that another election would not be neces- 
rarv, but that Mr. Carpenter, in case of the ao- 
sence of Vice-President Wilson, wouid continue 
to be Vice-President pro tempore, 

SENATE OF FICERS. 

The next subject brought before the caucus 
was the proposed change of the oflicers of the 
Seuate. There has been for along time a strong 
opposition to Col. French, Sergeant-at-Arma, 
on the part of some Senators, and repeated 
efforts have been made to secure his removal ; 
but, as his friends maintain that he has 
always proved himself an efficient officer, he has 
been permitted to remain. The attempts to 
make a change to-day were again unsuccessful, 
au‘l the caucus decided that the officers should 
remain as at present. 

ORDER OF BUSINESS. 

The noxt subject was the appointment of a 
committee to arrange the orderof business for 
the session. Pending the consideration of the 
question, @ variety of motions were made pro- 
posing instructions to the Committee. Amovg 
the propositions was one insstructing the Com- 
mittee to provide for® very early consideration 
of the Arkansas and Louisiana questions. ‘his 
motion gave rise to considerable excited de- 
bate.

SUPREME COURT CASES. 
THE ST. CROIX LAND TITLE, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Jrioune. 

WasuixeTon, D. C., Nov. 8,—A case involving 
the title to the Bayfield and St. Croix land-grant 
was argued to-day before the United States Su- 
preme Court. The case is entitled ** Schulen- 
berg vs. Harmann,” and was argued by E. C. 
Palmer for plaintiff in error, and by P. L. 
Spooner and 8. C. Sloane, of Wisconsin, for the 
defeuse. The defendant cut timber on the lands 
in the Bayfield and St. Croix grant. The State 
of Wisconsin sued them. The question raised 
was whether the titletothe lands wasin the State 
until divested by law of Congress, or whether, 
according to the opinion of the Attorney 
General of the United States, the titie had re- 
verted without act of Congress to the General 
Government. The State Courts and the United 
States Circuit Court in Wisconsin held that the 
title was vested in the Siate, and could not be 
forfeited me by act of Congress. The Attor- 


ney General of the United States has given an 


opinion that the lands by lapse of time have re- 
verted tothe United States. This action was 
originally brought in the District Court of the 


County of Washington, Minnesota, under 
the statute relating to the claim and de- 
livery of persoval property, and is in 


effect an action to replevin. The Sheriff of that 
county took the property in controversy from 
the possession of the defendant, and subse- 
quently delivered it to the plaintiff. Tho chief 
points made against the State were that the Staie 
acquired only a permissive right to dispose of 
the lands for a defined purpose upon complying 
with certain conditions named in the jaw; that 
the State acquired no title of any degree in the 
lands, but @ mere naked power or trust to dispose 
of them in manner and for the purpose, and no 
other than described in the grant. The 
further point was made that the lauds reverted 
to the United States at the expiration of the 
period limited in the grant. The decision will 
not be made for some weeks. 
THE GRANGER CASES. 

There are three cases pending in the United 
States Supreme Court which are known as the 
Granger cases. These cases are No. 210, ** The 
Winona & St. Peter Railroad Company vs. Johu 
D. Blake.” which comes from the Minnesota 
Circuit; No. 459. * William Frederick Pich, ap- 
pellant, vs. Chicago & Northwestern Rauroad 
Company,” appealed from the Wisconsin Cir- 
cuit; and No, 432, “ DeWit C. Lawrence 
vs. George H. Parker.” Burton C, Cook, William 
M. Evarts, and E. W. Stoughton are attorneys 
for the railroads in all these cases. The tirst 
case will probably be argued in February. The 
other cases will not be argued at this term un- 
less they are advanced and beard with tise first 
case.

THE UNION PACIFIC TERMINUS. 
OMAHA AND COUNCIL BLUFFS’ LITTLE DIFFERENCE. 
Special Dispatch to T'he Chacage T'ribrene. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Dec. 8.—The Omaha 
bridge qnestion was very unexpectedly sprung 
upon the House to-day. Mr. Houghton, of Cali- 
fornia, when the Pacitic Reilroad Committee 
was called, presented a bill which was not sup- 
posed to be ready, and asked its passage. The 
bill provides that the bridge constructed by the 
Union Pacific Railroad Company across the Mis- 
sourl Itiver, between Omaha, in Nebraska, and 
Council Bluffs, in lowa, together with its ap- 
proaches on both sides of said river, be declared 
to constitute and shall be operated as a part of 
the continuous line of the Union Pacific Railroad ; 
that the said Kailroad Company be required to 
make semi-annual reports,signed and certified by 
the Treasurer of said Company, setting forth in 
detail the amount received monthly by said Rail- 
road Company for tolis and charges for use of 
said bridge, said reports to be forwarded to and 
filed with the Secretary of thelnterior. Hough- 
ton was strongly opposed by Crounse, of Ne- 
braska, who stated that this very question 
sought to be settled by this bill is now in litiga- 
tion in the courts of lowa. The whole subject 
went over after a brief preliminary debate.

Annual Meeting of the [Lllinois Stat« 
Hliorticultural Society—Keorganiza 
tion Under the New Law—Reports, 

Specral Dispatch to Phe Chicage Tribune. 

Peoria, Lil., Dec. 8.—The Illinois State Horti- 
cultural Society began ita annual Convention ig 
the vestry-room of the Universalist Church at 1 
o'clock to-day, Ropert Douglass, of Waukegan, 
in the chair. 

B. L. T. Bourland, Esq., of this city, delivered 
an address of welcome, extending to the Society 
the hospitalities and good wishes of the city. 
lresident Douglass responded in a few words, 
and the meeting was then thrown open for the 
consideration of business. 

Secretary B. Gaiusha, of Normal, read his re- 
port, which was referred to the Auditing Com- 
mittee. 

Jona Haggins, of Woodlawn, the Treasurer, 
read his report for the past year, showing a bal- 
ance in the Treasury of #1.427.71. Lis report 
waa also referred to the Anditing Committee. 

President Douglass then made some introdue- 
torv remarka, congratulating the Society on so 
large a number being present, and on the great 
interest that was being manifested in the subject 

ff horticulture all over the country. His re- 

marks were brief, but to the point, and were well 
received by the Convention. 

Afcer this the Society proceeded to reorganize 
under the new State law passed March 24, 1874. 
Brief discussion followed this propositioa. and 
it was finally decided to reorganize in accordance 
therewith, and committees were appointed for 
that purpose.

Mr. Kelley’s 
convertible-bond scheme came up in Com- 
mittee of the Whole}yesterday, and it was 
made the theme of a debate which at 
times took a wide range. Neither Mr. 
Kelley nor Mr. Butler, so far as 
Wwe can see, touched the merits 
of the bill. They dwelt rather upon the op- 
pressed state of the poor laboring man and 
the enormous iniquities of the ‘* bondholder,” 
and said, with that refreshing impudence 
which is characteristic 
vertible-bond scheme would furnish a remed 
for the wrongs of the poor.

INTERFERENCE IN THE 
STATES. 

That portion of the President’s message 

devoted to the question of Executive interfer- 

ence with the affairs of the States is not only 

remarkably concise and pertinent, but states- 


EXECUTIVE 


manlike. His utterances upon this question are 
so brief, simple, and yet energetic, that no 
one can mistake their meaning, or doubt that 
the President was thoroughlyin earnest when 
he wrote them. The South cannot complain 
hereafter that there is any ambiguity in 
the policy of the President; and, if Ex- 
ecutive interference becomes necessary, 
then the South will have provoked it 
with a full knowledge of the consequences. 
With regard to his general policy, the Presi- 
dent deprecates interference, and hopes 
‘that all necessity for Executive direction 
may become unnecessary and obsolete,” but 
at the same time he warns them that, while 
he remains the Executive, ‘‘all the laws of 
Congress, and the provisions of the Consti- 
tution, including the amendments added 
thereto, will be enforced with firmness, but 
with regret that they should have added one 
jot or tittle to Executive duties and powers.” 
This emphatic announcement of policy is 
coupled with an earnest moral appeal to the 
people of the South they would -do well to 
heed. In making the President 
takes high moral ground without reference 
to party or politics, and addresses himself to 
both sides in the following langnage:

Is there not a disposition, on one side, to magnify 
wrongs and outrages, and, on the other side, 


manage their internal affairs upon the ‘* color 
line” is only to perpetuate bloodshed and 
turmoil and to necessitate Executive interfer- 
ence, in order that the Constitution and the 
laws may be respected. Itis nota question 
whether the black man is entitled to the 
rights of a citizen and is qualified to exercise 
them.

THE LEGAL-TENDER ACT. 

The President advises and commends to Con- 
gress the advice of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury that, as a preliminary step towards a re- 
sumption of specie payments, Congress should 
by law fix a date after which greenbacks shall 
cease to be a legal tender except for debts 
contracted prior to that date. The great 
argument heretofore used against any return 
to specie payments has been, that it would be 
oppressive upon the debtor class; that the 
lutter have contracted debits upon the basis 
of a depreciated currency whose value has 
ranged from 50 to 90 cents on the dollar, and 


coin or its equivalent would be to. add to the 


i tadebtedness of the individual the amount of 


the depreciation existing when the debt was 
created. This class includes not only in- 
dividuals] and private corporations, but it 
embraces the whole range of municipal 
corporations, which in the aggregate owe 
nearly a thousand millions of dollars. While 
do not consider the avoidance of 
seeming hardship as at all com- 
pensating for the general evil and loss 
of a permanent suspension of specie pay- 
ments, ending eventually in the panic of 1873 
and wide-spread bankruptcy, we have felt 
that the remonstrance had considerable force. 
But the cours® recommended by the Presi- 
dent avoids even the appearance or possibili- 
ty of any injustice to any one by fixing a 
day in the future after which all debts con- 
tracted shall be upon the coin basis, leaving 
the greenback as now a iegal tender so long 
as a debt remains unpaid. The proposition 
to return to specie payments has been re- 
sisted by those who have made loans of 
banks, and by the banks who have outstand- 
ing #350,000,000 of bank notes, which they 
would have to redeem in coin; but the plan 
now proposed takes away these objections. 
Greenbacks will remain a legal tender in pay- 
ment of every note, bond, mortgage, or other 
form of indebtedness issued before the date 
fixed by Congress. Any contract made after 
that date will be made of necessity upon a 
coin basis, and can work no possible injury 
or inconvenience to any one. 

Here, then, we have the mode pointed out 
by which the country can gradually emerge 
from the depreciated currency standard of 
values without the least shock or disturbance 
of any nght of either creditor or debtor ; and 
the re-establishment of the business of the 
country on the real and permanent standard 
recognized by the whole commercial world. 
The time being fixed when all new contracts 
shall begin ona coin basis of value, without 
any disturbance of the present legal tender 
for all existing contracts and debts, the busi- 
ness of the country would rapidly so adapt 
itself to the coming change that the transi- 
tion from the one system to the other would 
be marked by no confusion or derangement. 
As the President well points out, the return to 
specie payments must come at some time. 
Every day it is postponed but aggravates the 
evil and pushes the country nearer to genera! 
prostration. Resumption must be brought 
about by the Government taking such steps 
as will promise beyond all doubt a 
resumption at some set time, or re- 
sumption must come by the general 
prostration of all credit and the general 
repudiation of all debts. A choice must be 
made, and ought to be made at as early a date 
as practicable. Capital isabundant, but is un- 
employed. We have all the means of pros- 
perity. Labor is abundant, and the capital 
to make that labor productive is at hand. 
What is wanted is confidence—faith in future 
stability. Capital will not invest when the

The President follows this unselfish and 
magnanimous appeal with a concise state- 
ment of the cause which has led to Executive 
interference, namely: ‘‘ Violence has been 
rampant in some localities, and has further 
been justified or denied by those-who could 
have prevented it,” and then states the 
remedy: ‘* Treat the negro as a citizen and a 
voter, as he is and must remain, and soon 
parties will be divided, not on the color line, 
but on principles. Then we shall have no 
complaint of sectional interferences.” 

This statement of the President’s policy 
should be carefully studied in the South. He 
has sunk all political considerations, all party 
prejudices, and addressed himself to the 
common sense and the conscience of the 
Southern people. He has pointed out to 
them the causes which have led to Executive 
interference in the past, the errors into 
which they have fallen, and the only method 
in which they can avoid such interference 
in the future, and his policy upon 
this point is founded not only upon the Con- 
stitution and the laws, but: upon impartial 
justice and humane considerations. If the 
South had acted upon such a policy from the 
outset, there would have been no occasion 
for Executive interference. If the South had 
appealed to the law instead of overriding it, 
there would heve been order instead of. anar- 
chy. If it had recognized the colored man 
as a citizen and voter, ‘‘as he is and must re- 
main,” the South would have been 
as peacefu as the North, and there 
would have been no more occasion for 
Executive interference in Louisiana or Arkan- 
sas than there has been in Illinois or Ohio. 
The violence at Vicksburg, reported in our 
last issue, is a case in point. ‘There was an 
informality in the bond of the Sheriff, a col- 
ored man. ‘The citizens claimed that he was 
acting without legal bond, and the Board of 
Supervisors refused to order a new one. 
Here was a grievance for which there 
was a clear and simple legal remedy. In- 
stead of availing themselves of this remedy, 
as the citizens of any Northern State would 
have done, they band together, with arms in 
their hands, and drive the Sheriff from his 
office. The friends of the Sheriff band them- 
selves together in turn, meet force with 
force, and bloodshed is the necessary result. 
This attempt of the Democrats of Vicksburg 
to get rid of Republican county officers in a 
Republican county by force and violence, is a 
fair sample of the manner in which the party 

of violence in the South has defied law and 
sought to carry out its measures by force. 

To such, the statement of the President 

is both a lesson and a warning.

THE MAYOR’S MESSAGE. 

There is only one point of comparison be- 
tween the President’s message and that of 
Mayor Colvin,—length. President Grant 
went over the whole field of our domestic 
and foreign relations asa nation in a little 
less space than Mr. Colvin required to deliver 
himself on the condition of a single city. 
The Mayor’s message was a sort of mosaic ; 
and, as such, may be regarded as a literary 
cunosity. The varieties of style which are 
presented in six columns are exactly equal to 
the number of heads of departments in the 
City Government. Poor Joe Forrest was 
made to pay the penalty of his contribution 
by having to read the entire document before 
the Council; but, perhaps, -he was 
the only man _ connected with the 
present Administration’ who is familiar 
with the various handwritings of the 
departmental chiefs. The composite style is 
a novelty in Executive messages, but, con- 
sidering the tedious length which it necessi- 
tates, we can scarcely give it our approval. 
The message might have been longer (though 
this is hardly possible) had not Mr. Colvin 
started out with the comforting assurance 
that this is not ‘‘one of those special occa- 
sions at times which call for prompt legisla- 
tive action.” So far as Mr. Colvin entered 
upon the suggestive field, he directed his ef- 
forts to the State Legislature and not to the 
Common Council.. For the rest, those who 
are willing to drag through several columns 
of heterogeneous matter to discover a few 
specimens of very funny styles of composi- 
tion will be rewarded for their pains. 

Mr. Colvin must have been ina pleasant 
frame of mind during the construction of his 
message, for he allowed every head of every 
department to congratulate himself ad liditum 
upon the admirable manner in which he had 
conducted his branch of the City Government 
during the past twelve months. It would 
have been more satisfactory to the general 
public to have had an intelligent exhibit of 
the city’s indebtedness, and practical sugges- 
tions as to the ways and means for escaping 
from the financial embarrassments which we 
vaguely feel to be hanging over us. In place 
of this, however, he presents us with some 
disjointed paragraphs and disconnected fig- 
ures that utterly fail to throw any light upon 
our present condition.

The Mayor’s hint that the City ‘Treasurer 
should not be permitted to use or loan the 
city moneys for his own benefit is timely ; 
but we question the expediency of the Coun- 
cil’s undertaking to do the same thing, as he 
We have already had a suflicient 
experience with the authorization, or assumed 
authorization, of loaning the moneys of the 
city ; and while it is within the province of 
the Council or city officials to see that the 
City ‘Treasurer does not loan or use the funds, 
the city itself will do well not to go into the 
same business. We may admire Mr. Coivin’s 
generalizations on the subject of the reduction 
of our expenditures and limitation of our taxes, 
but we fail to find in the entire six columns 
any practical suggestions to that ena. Cer- 
tainly Lis quasi approval of the Court-House 
scheme 1s not in this direction; for, though 
he advocates the sale of city property for this 
purpose, he must be conscious that Court- 
House building will offer an exhaustless op- 
portunity for raids upon the City Treasury.

THE SPANISH QUESTION. 

The President’s determination to reserve a 
more detailed statement of our relations with 
Spain for a future communication to Con- 
gress seems to have a special significance. 
We take it to be a notice to the Spanish Gov- 
ernment that it must abandon its dilatory, 
double-dealing policy toward this Govern- 
ment, and make a speedy and satisfactory set-

nations. The Spanish euthorities may take 
the hint conveyed in the preceding paragraph 
of the on the condition of Cuba, 
and accept a lesson in fairness without push- 
ing the matter any further. But if they do 
not, the special message which the President 
will communicate to Congress on the subject 
will undoubtedly. be expressed in such terms 
as to bring the difficulties to a direct 
which will have to be settled on a basis dic- 
tated by the United States as an outraged 
nation.

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Amadeus sought to give 
hem a Constitutional Government, but they 
could not comprehend it. The mountain dis- 
tricts have been given over to the despotism 
of the Ultramontanes; the cities to the des- 
potism of the Communists. There is but one 
common ground on which both the priest- 
ridden and the anarchists have met,—com- 
mon inhumanity. ‘Their struggles have been 
characterized by the most barbarous cruel- 
All factions have evinced the most 
brutal indifference to the rules of civilized 
warfare. Aliens and non-combatants have 
alike suffered from their barbarous practices. 
There is scarcely a nation that has not been 
visited with indignities or outrages at the 
hands of some one of the factions, and these 
factions have been hitherto treated with a 
forbearance that has now eeased to be a 
virtue. 

It is no part of our national policy to in- 
terfere with the domestic struggles of Spain 
so long as our rights receive respect and our 
interests are not directly and unwarrantably 
assailed. But when the Spanish Government 
resumes its old-time arrogance along with its 
old-time brutality, and first assails and then 
insults this Government, it becomes a duty to 
ourselves to assert and maintain our rights. 
With all the vicissitudes of Spain, there has 
been the one central idea of keeping Cuba un- 
der an iron heel, and of making her contribute 
of her great bounty to the support of the 
Home Government. The policy has been 
one of extreme despotism and brutality. Not 
only have the Cubans been made 
to suffer the direst indignities and 
the most brutal outrages, but Spain 
has gone to the length of extending the same 
policy in its relations with other nations 
whenever Cuba was concerned, The United 
States have borne a full share of these in- 
dignities. We have suffered unjust commer- 
cial discriminations without protest, and, at 
last, Spanish bravado dared even to seize an 
American vessel and slaughter American citi- 
zens. We forebore, even at this, to adopt 
any severe measures of redress, and Spain 
has construed our forbearance into fear, and 
abused our patience. It is now time that sne 
be called to a reckoning. We may stand idly 
by and see a nation of pro-slavery bandits in- 
dulge their bloodthirsty propensities to their 
hearts’ content so long as they let us alone. 
We may even justify our indifference to the 


ties. 


Cuban outrages so long as other nations 
hold aloof. But we cannot consistent- 
ly with our own dignity, nor in justice to our 
own interests, allow such a people to slaugh- 
ter our citizens and then delay just satisfac- 
tion for the outrage. The Virginius affair 
has hungin abeyanze iong enough. Let us 
have a prompt satisfaction of all our claims 
in this matter, or, in default thereof, let us 
take such steps toward retribution as com- 
mon humanity suggests and our national 
dignity demands. ‘There is nothing in our 
past relations with Spain, nor in the promise 
of the future, nor in the Spanish character, 
nor in its sham Republicanism, nor in its 
commercial dealing, nor in the law of nations, 
which claims a longer forbearance on our 
part. 


STATE SOVEREIGNTY—AGAIN. 

The few Democratic papers which have at- 
tempted to hold ‘faz Cuicaco TriBune guilty 
of libeling’the Democratic party by imputing 
to it the doctrine that the United States are a 
nation, possessing all the inherent pow- 
ers of nationality, and not the mere 
agent actimg under delegated powers of 
sovereign States, are evoking sharp replies 
from those other Democratic papers that rep- 
resent Democratic constituencies. State sov- 
ereignty is not popular in Republican Michi- 
gan, and the Detroit “ree Press refuses to ac- 
knowledge it as part of the Democratic creed. 
In Democratic Missouri, the St. Louis 7imes 
declares that the General Government is but 
the agent of the several Siates. The Chi- 
cago Times, under the pretext of ‘‘inde- 
pendent journalism,” though at heart a Dem- 
ocratic paper, denounces State sovereignty as 
a fraud, and denounces all those who advo- 
cate it as ignorant and dangerous enemies of 
the country ; while down in Georgia the 
Democratic papers, so far as we have seen, 
all insist that the election of 1876 must turn 
on that issue. 

Now comes the Dubuque 7¢legraph, edited 
by that veteran Democrat, D. A. Mahoney, 
who insists that the ** principle which was, 
and for our part which we hope still is, the 
doctrine of the Democratic party, that the 
States are sovereign,” and that ‘* the General 
Government at Washington is but an 
agency ” of the people,—that is, the sovereign 
States,—is just. It goes further, and declares 
that to charge that the Democratic party, if 
restored to power, will pay the people of 
the South their individual losses dur- 
ing the War ‘‘is to pay that pariy a com- 
pliment upon its fairness and justice”; and 
then proceeds to argue in favor of paying all 
the losses of all persons who cannot be proved 
to have been a Rebel. Just imagine where 
such a doctrine leads to. How many 
hundreds of millions of dollars would be re- 
quired to discharge the claims for damages 
in the South under such Democratic construc- 
tion of the legal obligations of the ‘* Wash- 
ington agency of the sovereign States”? 
‘he next assumption will be that only those 
who were voluntarily and willfully Rebels can 
be denied fall and ample compensation for 
all their losses during the Kebellion. 

The Louisvile Courier-Journal, which at 
first was disposed to ridicule the idea that the 
Democratic party, if restored to power, would 
adhere tothe doctrine of State sovereignty, 
now copies from this paper the following 
} aragraph : 


There 18 no escaping the fact that the fundamental 
izsue between the two partics is, tuat the Republican 
party holds the [ hited States to be a nation possessing 
every power becessary to a complete nationality; that 
ii holds these powers, not as a gilt from the States, 
Lor aa an agent of other eovereignties, but as a nation 
in po wise dependent upon the S.ates, The Demo- 
cretic party holds,en the contrary, that tLis not a 
nation, but aconfedefacy of sovereign States, which 
have delegated certain limited powers to a certain 
Federal agency; that the General Government is a 
creation by original sovereiguties whose inherent soy- 
ereiguty is intact, 

This the Courier-Journal concedes ‘‘is a 
just and candid statement of the chief issue 
between the two parties,” and adds: 

just upon this issue that we meet Tuk TRIBUNE, 
though it declares it is ** journalistic folly verging on 
insanity ” for us to do so, We maintain that the 
States which gave birth and life to the Federal Govern- 
ment were independeut sovereignties before that 
Government waa formed; that the latter is the crea- 
ture, and not the creator, of the former; that the 
Federai head is the mere agent of the people of the 
States; that its powers are ci land limited by the

Constitution ; and tiiet it is aepeundent upon the States 


for its life and perpetuity, 

The same paper now says that, up to the 
time of the War, **no person of respectable 
intelligence could be found to dispute” thus 
Democratic doctrine ; and that, unless the en- 
tire character of the Government has since 
been changed, it is equally true now. It then 
proceeds to deny that the character of the 
Government is any the less that of a con- 
federacy or an agent exercising certain dele- 
gated powers received from the States. The 
same paper insists that the Southern people 
will not claim compensation for damages sus- 
tained in the War; but the fact is they 
have done so already, and are now doing so, 
and when the Democratic party comes into 
power denying that any citizen who obeyed 
the order of his sovereign State could com- 
mit any crime thereby, there will be an ava- 
lanche of these claims, backed up by ‘“ sov- 
ereign States,” for compensation for damages 
inflicted upon these people by a ‘* mere 
agent ” without authority from the prin- 
cipals, 


TEN MILLIONS GONE. 

The Secretary of the Interior in his annual 
report gives as the total cost of construction, 
surveys, equipment, and operating expenses 
of the Northern Pacific Railway the sum of 
$21,353,416, and the amount of outstanding 
bonds and other indebtedness at $31,558,631. 
What has become of the missing ten millions 
of dollars? It will be noticed that the de- 
ficiency is full 50 per cent of the cost of the 
road. For every dollar expended on the 
road, somebody has taken a toll of 50 cents. 
Instead of ten millions surplus, equal to the 
construction of several hundred miles of 
railroad, the Company owes that much in ex- 
cess of what it has expended on the part of 
the road completed. Has this money or any 
part of it been ‘placed where it will do the 
most good”? Who has got it? and what 
was the consideration therefor ? 

The Company which has wasted this $32,- 
000,000—actually giver away one-half as 
much as it has sunk in %.. roadway of a use- 
less road—is at Washington asking Congress 
to give it fifty or sixty millions of dollars out 
of the Treasury to complete its useless road ! 
Failing in this, it proposes to surrender its 
land-grant in consideration of so many thou- 
sands of dollars per mile. Substantially, it 
proposes to sell the land back for double 
what it is worth to the General Government. 
That is whipping the devil around the stump 
with avengeance. In the meantime, with 
the fact that the Company bas already given 
away or squandered ten millions of dollars, 
and expended but twenty-one millions, Con- 
gress ought to understand what will become 
of any subsidy that may be voted by the Gen- 
eral Government out of the National Treas- 
ury. The Credit-Mobilier affair is not so old 
as to be forgotten, and has not yet blown 
over, and one rotten and dishonest operation 
is no justification for another. No man can 
vote for this subsidy, or any subsidy to this 
or any other road, without doing so with a 


full knowledge of the past and of the judg- 


ment to come.

A private letter from a clergyman in Fort 
Scott, Kan., pictures the destitution there 
as it comes to the knowleage of a 
visiting minister in terms which bring the 
scenes home. Many of the poor peo- 
ple in his parish have absolutely nothing to live 
upon. Some of them have come in from their 
distant farms hoping to secure enough to keep 
life in their wives and littie ones through the 
help of the benevolent; one family had lived 
upon salt-pork and corn-méal for three months ; 
another family had been so long without sus- 
tenance that their first meal threatened to be 
their last. Some have suifered two consecutive 
years from the persecutions of the locust, 
and their little farms are mortgaged to 
their full value. The writer says: “Ina 
small town, and one small church, one soon ex- 
hausts the surplus of the benevolent, anda these 
repeated calls weary them.” The letter was 
written in acknowledgment of the receipt of a 
box of food and clothing sent the writer for dis- 
tribution among the suffering poor in his imme- 
diate vicinity. The benevolent of Chicago who 
would like to supplement the good work done by 
this one box can flad plenty of opportunity by 
addressing the Rey. W. C. Porier, pastor of the 
Presbyterian Church at lort Scott, Kansas.

suspected. The oid system of tuo watchmen, 
each doing twelve consecutive hours’ work, was 
an absurd one, a8 no man could perform such 
Guties consecutively for so long a stretch of 
time. With iegerl to the Jail iseli/, he saw 
many points whe:c improvements could be ac- 
complisned. With regard to the diet, he 
considered that it was too soft, too light, and 
that there was too litile of it. 

here 18 no doubt tbat the present Jail is 
fauity in many particulars, and that the exvend- 
iture of several thousand dollars upon improve- 
ments suggested by those of experience iu such 
matters wou.d be a matter of irue economy. If 
the escape of last night were the only evidence 
Of this fact, it might not be so easy of state- 
ment, but at 8 o’clock yesterday morning Sherif

DEFORGE Vs. DEFORGE., 


Beginning of the Trini Before Judge 
Curweittl. 

The case of Nelson Deforge vs. Eemeline Y° 
Deforge (or Waer). the history of which has 
heretofore been published, came up yesterday 
morpingbefore Judge Booth, under a writ of 
habeas corpus issued at the instance of 
Mr. Deforge. The pomt hoped to be 
gained by the petitiouer was the 
sarrepder of his child by hia former 
wife. Mr. Sprague appeared as couusel for the 
petitioner, and Mir. Foote for the defendant. 
Upon the calling of the case it was tranefer:ed 
to Judge Farwell’s court, for the reason that 
Jucge Booth was at the time engaged with jury 
Cunes. 

The case came up before Judge Farwell in the 
afternoon in the presence of ao anxious crowd. 
Mr. Foote, attorney for the defense, when the 
case was called, prese:ted 

VOLUMINOUS DOCUMENTARY EVIDENCE 
backed by the afiidavit of tke resvondent, 
intended to impeaca tue character of the com- 
plainant. It was charged bythe defendant that 
the complainant had been an inmate of one of 
the New York penetentiaries, and that, as the 
husband of tbe defendant, he had acted with un- 
becoming brutality, refusing to give her and her 
child asupport. It was confessed that the two 
married iu 1866, and lived together as man and 
wife abous one year, anil that she 
left gim upon findiog that be had another wife, 
after which be was indicted in the New York 
courts for bigamy. ihe defeuse went on to set 
furth that tue complainaut was a 

NOTORIOUSLY DISREPUTABLE CHARACTER, 
and incvlapetient to care for bimseif, muca less 
ois Cuud. Jobe ailegatious ciosed with a prayer 
icf the cootinuauce uf the Case for twenty days, 
which time was deemed n+cessary to secure cer- 
tain GoCUIBebIary Cvlueuce iv aUstaln be Charges 
made. 

Judge Farwell took the reqnest under consid- 
eratiou, and ually agreed nut to grant it at 
vuce, but to proceed with a hoariug. 

MR. SPRAGUE, 
attorney for the coimplainaut, then replied to the 
defenaant’s avidavit eud allegatious vervaliy, 
aud said he was prepared to devy and disprove 
all of them. He assured tue Court that his 
chent bad never been arrested, except upun the 
complaiut of the detendant; hal never been cou- 
victed of auy Ciims6, was not gulliy Of bigamy, 
and that he was, generaiiv speakin’, aa ex- 
emplary mav. He aiso alleged, in repiy to the 
allegations of the deie:dani, tuat the aefendant 
Was gul.ty of ** opeb aduitery, avd Was a poor, 
wortuless woman.” it was furtoer aileged tiat 
she, atter leaving the complainant, her lawful 
husoind, came to Chicago, trom Forresiport. N. 
Y., and in four muntas married one Waer, wle- 
gaily, and witbout first Obtaining a divuerce from 
the complainant, and that ble had since lets 
Waer, aud takeu up w.th one John Herbert, liv- 
ing at No. lils6 Scate street, and Was nuw .eaa- 
ing ao adulterous life. Tne defendant was fur- 
tuer represented as being dest.tuce of means to 
support ber child, while complainant was com- 
fort-bly situated, The allegations were subse- 
quentiy ied in wilting.

M’VICKER’S THEATRE. 

The second and last week of John Brougham 
at McVicker’s Theatre sees but a slight change 
io the size of his audiences, as compared with 
those of last week. His drama, ‘* The Lottery 
of Lite,” however, is much wore deserving of 
public approval than bis adaptation of ‘* David 
Coppertield.” It is melodramatic, and even sen- 
sational, but abounds in bumorous eituations, 
and the polished dialogue of which its genial 
auibor is a master. Indeed, tae roll and rhythm 
of some of the speeches savor so strongly of the 
flueut but impressionable Micawber, aud the 
casual observations are so sage aud keen, and 
are uttered so funnily, that one cannot but laugh 
the whole way through. Some of the char- 
acters are very bright and cheery, and 
the acting all round is lively aud pronounced. 
Of course, Mr. Brouguam, ag the leading spirit, 
plays admirably and wita the — tresbness 
which bas aiways distinguished him. Mr. Buca 
is very happy in his charaoterizations, and Mr. 
Seymour, Mrs. Murdoch, aud Airs. Stoueall en- 
tirely acceptable. 

THE ACADEMY OF MUSIC. 

Frank Mayo’s performance of Davy Crockett 
grows in tavor with Chicago audiences day by 
day. The parquetie admires his simple, teuder 
pature, and lis romantic disposition; the 
drecs-circle applauds his hearty mauper, Man- 
ly figure, and graceful form; the tier 
above finds something responsive to the senti- 


ments expressed by the Kentucky backwoods- 
man, while the ga/liery—how the gods thnunier 
over Davy's ignorance as part and parcelof a 
genuine hero, and answer his prayers when ac- 
companied with a flashing blade, and that mere 
suspicion of a swagger which may or may not 
be @ sympathetic motion with the swaying sap- 
lings of the primeval forest, and probably is a 
gush of self-importance to which the best of 
us are prone. it is seldom an actor can 
capture a house—parquette, drese-circle, and 
galiery—without descending from high-strung 
sentiment, but Mayo’s Crockett does. It is a 
deserving creation, and gathers strength as it 
grows, and flavor as it mellows with time. In 
the not distant future it will be coupled with the 
first character performances of the day, and 
make for its owner a fortune of fame and 
specie. I[t is fairly acted all through, and more 
than fairly received. [is sallies are greeted with 
merrimeut, and its sentiment with applause, and 
when tne latter does occasionally rise to the ele- 
vation of passion the tumuit is hearty and in- 
cessant. 

Ibe scenery is unusually rich, and, in the first 
act, out of place. Mr. Gardiner is happy in 
scenery, but as be invokes admiration he chal- 
lenges criticism. The tirst sceue shows tie 
setting sun, aglory of crimson and blue, ** its 
majestical roof fretted with goiden tire,” presag- 
ing, according tothe accepted probabilities of 
meteorology, a bright sunrise and a whole- 
some night, And yet Davie Crockett contem- 
plates the warm giow on the canvas-ciouds, and, 
raveu-like, croaks that there is going to be a ter- 
rible snow-storm. Pretty scenery 1s a rare con- 
diment toa dramatic dish, but pickles aod cream 
dono. go weli with ortulans. There is such a 
thing as unitv, and toit, as tothe fates, must 
ail things be sacriliced. ‘The other scenes 
are more in keeping. A word as to the music. If 
the reader has pever heard atrombone duet, or, 
having heard it well given, desires to renew the 
pleasaut imprcssions received, the performance 
of Messrs. Brown and White wi!l be a treat. The 
ouly regret 18 that these two colors should ever 
be dun. 

THE SALE OF BOOTH’S THEATRE, 
From the New York Herald. 

Some errors occurred in the published accounts 
of the recent sale under foreclosrre of Booth’s 
Theatre. The inte:est felt by the citizens of 
New York io the property and its original owner 
renders it desirable that the facts should be cor- 
rectly placed before the public. ‘There was no 
bidding on the property, except between Oliver 
Ames and Clark Bell—the former the bolder of 
the $40,000 foreclosed mortgage, the latcer the 
party to whom the title had been traneferred in 
trust. The result was that the property was suf- 
fered to go amicably in the interest of Mr. Edwin 
Booth, although by no connivance on his part, 
fur @ sum greatly below its real value. Outside 
bids, which might otherwise have been plenty, 
notwithstanding the unfavorable condition of 
the market, were prevented partly by sympathy 
with the bankrupt, and partly by the apprehen- 
s10n that tue decree of foréciosure might be re- 
viewed and subjected to a tedious legal aichemy. 
Lhe latter impression was created by a question 
as to the personal property, which is understood 


to include the fixtures 10 the tbheaire. These 
would be the property of Mr. Booth’s 
c.eciiors Outside of the realty, which lat- 


ter was alone subject to the furec.osure ; hence 
the theatre would be purchased with tue habiiity 
tO such a dissection as mizht remove its vitals. 
These complcations, even in a better state of the 
warket, would have ioterfered with the bidding. 

Tue statement tuat Mr. Booth's lawyers oi- 
fered a check for the foreciosed mortgage pricr 
tu the sale is Wholly incoriect. If sucu an offer 
Was made at aliic must have come from Mr. 
Bell, the traasieree, for the sake of preveutinog 
ao apparenily bad record against the property, 
such a5 might be madein case of a depressed 
sale. The erroneous report would imply coliu- 
sion on tne part of the bankrupi, or a conceal- 
ment of funds from bis creditors. Mr. Booth’s 
personal character 18 sufliciently irreproachaole 
to correct sucO @ Misslatement with those who 
know him, and since lis financial troubles com- 
meuced his best efforts have beeu directed 
towards the iuterests of his creditors. The 
favor extended by them to the bankrupt is satis- 
factory evidence of tiis fact. 


WASHINGTON 


AND CROMWELL. 


Lecture by Charies Sradlaugh at Fare 
welts Bluail. 

Charles Bradlaugh, the English Republican 
leader, lectured on ** Washington and Cromwell ” 
at Farwell Hall last evening in the Star Lecture 
Course, and attracted a very large and, evident- 
ly, appreciative audience. Mr. Bradiaugh was 
near .y three-quarters of an hour late, owing toa 
railroad blocsade of some kind. The audience 
waited in perfect good humor until the orator 
appea.ed, when he was greeted wita hearty ap- 


plause. Mr. Bradiaughs persounel has been 
uituerto described, so his lecture iw the 
only object of this report. He said, in 


opening, that he regretted his detention, because 
he believed, on priuciple, that a lecturer aad no 
more right to keep bis audience waiting than tne 
audience had to detain the lecturer. He placed 
Cromwell first, io the order of speaking, as 
belug the more ancient. Oliver, contrary to the 
received belief of the massea, Was @ ioyalist by 
bir.h, & Koya ist by educauon, and a Royalist in 
principle. Hes entered Puarliameni—the third 
oue calied by Charles I—wtia very modera.e 
Views, AN JIC Was not until that Monarch oecame 
tuadiv arbitrary that he assumed a leading att- 
tude, sweiled to h.s full proportions befuie tue 
Euglsh pasion, and exciaimel, a.luding to tue 
Crowa, ** dake that bauble hence!” 

One leading characteristic of Cromwell was 
that he always kept bis good sword tightly gid- 
ed vo his Lips. v Was, 1D Very Selise, a tuor- 
ough man. The pusiilanimicy of Charles Stuart 
gave way before him. O.iver Cromwell Decame 
tue State, aud Charies fell upon the scaffuld. 
but, although the King fell, England bas vy bo 
meas a Republic. Tue rule of Cromwell was as 
greata despotism as Britain ever endured, but, 
for ail that, it was a Governmeut of the Englisa 
people. 

Mr. Bradlaugh did not defend regicide, be- 
cause he did uot believe in capital punisument. 
He bad fab in Bulwe:’s apborism, * The worst 
use to which you can put a mao is to hang him.” 
Chailes was beheaded, the Monarchy Was over- 
thrown, aud Cromwell was Oiferved the Crown. 
He had the good sense, alihough a monarchist, 
Lo reject the dangerous honor. Well he «new 
that the regime could only last his own days, 
and that, by his acceptance. the liberties of 


kngland would be permanently eudan- 
ge.ed by the factious which a& new 
dyvasty would be sure to creaic. ‘Lhe 


h:s absurd aud 
despotic quarrel with the Parliaweont, all the 
kingly folly that led to bis fiual extinction upon 
the scaffoid, where he died with Leroic courage, 
were admirably pictured. Of Cr mwell no bitier 
word was spoken, fur, evidentiy, the great 
Euglishman of to-day regarded with patriotic 
revereuce the gieat Englisuman of tue part. 


In Engiand, Cromwell was on the right 
—the people’s—side of the quarrel, but 
Mr. LDraclaugh, with great judgment, 


refrained from referring to Oliver’s career in 
Scotiand and in lreland—over which countries, 
according tu the words of a gifted historian, ** he 
moved like a destructive sturm.” 

ln Engiand, Cromwell was the sword and the 
shield of the State. He scourged the Dutch, 
nambled che French, and brought the haugoty 
Spaniards to their knees. When he fell, En- 
giavd sopk along with him, until her native 
energy led ber to a new triumph under the 
Suldier-Prince of Orange. 

The lecturer next turned fo Washington, 
whom he likened to Cromweil in being a Royal- 
ist by buth, education, and instinct. Like 
Cromwell, Washiogton did not make the move- 
meut of the Revelution,—it made him. Like 
Oliver, he, too, always kept his trusty sword 
girt to his hip. [Appiause.] “The quarrel with 
Lugland was discussed with ability. It all, said 
Mr. B.adlaugh, arose from a geographical mis- 


taxe. Lord North aud George II. imagined 
that America was a part of Britain, 
pot divided by an immense ocean. 
If North had collected his ‘tea tax,” 
it would not have amounted to£3u0. The 
Americans did not object to be taxed, 


but tuey objected to ve taxed by a Parlamont in 
which they had no representation. That was 
perfectly mght. [Applause.) No people ought 
to submit to such an imposition. Weill, to col- 
lect that £300, Lord North and George III. had 
to expend £150,000,000, and then they did nos 
collect it. [Laughter aud applause.) Now, given 
£300, to start upon, and admitting that it 
tuok £150,000,000 to coliect the same, 
bow mavy millions would it take to co/lect a tax 
of £150,000,000? {Cheers and laugater.} In 
the poiwt of principle it was just as easy to col- 
leet £150,000, 000 from the Americans as 43500. 
{Loud applause. ] 2. 
yrincipie brought about the Revolution of "76, 
and George Washington, by birth and by in- 
stinct a Rovalist, became the armed embodimeut 
of that principie. He drew his sword, aod i: 
was never laid aside until English rule was over- 
thrown in tie Cuionés. [Applause.] Yet 
George Washington, whie tne quarrel was 
yet pending, said, in & aelioerative 
body, taat he Lad a strong personal attachment 
for George 111. That proved co him ( Braclaug h) 
tnat Washington must bave been a man of com- 
prehensive affectiou, for, if any man cvuld ev- 
tectain the slightest approsck to personal regard 


| 


tii, 


for George III., he must be a man of remarkable 
oe nature. [Great laugnter.] But his rovalism 

d not prevent George Wasningtou from veing 
loyal to America, anvy,more thaa the royal'sm of 
Oliver Cromwell prevented him from berng ioval 
to Esgland. Both men were forcea to lead move- 
meuts ra.her than to create them. 

Bat, after ail, it was not as a victorious Gen- 
eral that Washington apoeared to best advant- 
ave. If Americans wanted to estimate the true 
character of tbe man, they should look upon him 
as the distressed chief of an army reduced to 
almost destitution,—sometimes an army with 
stockings and without shoes; sometimes an 
army without neither; sometimes an army with 
guns and without ammunition; sometimes au 
army having the former witbout the latter. But, 


through all these terrible triais, the 
great heart never flinebed, the great 
mind never wavered. In the teeth 


of every privation—from the midst of every dif- 
fieulty—bis snperior soul aruse and triumphed. 
With every temptation to seize supreme power — 
with all his predilections as a movarchist—he 
never thought of betraying his noble trust, and, 
when victory had crowned his great endeavors, 
after being calied to the Presideutial chair of the 
new-born Republic, like another Cincinnatus, be 
returned to his Moun: Vernon farm, and there. 
crowned by years and by deatiless honor, he died 
and left bis glorious memory as a prideful in- 
heritance to the land he loved and served so 
well. [Applause.] 

He likened Cromwell to Washington in that 
both were ‘horough, Both were statesmen aud 
soldiers. Both achieved great objects, and, as 
Wasbington’s sentimeots pervaded America, 
Cromweil’s bold spirit was not yet dead in En- 

land. [{Applause.] Without any impertinent 
cesire to inverfere in American politics, he wouid 
ask Americans to cherish the noble institutions 
under which they lived,—to show a beneficent 
example to their brother Republicans on the o: her 
side {Lepeated cheering]; not to be in a hurrr 
to bow down at the footstool of some miserab!: 
King or Kingling [great cheering]; to beiie\ 
that their own noble land was the proudest, ti: 
freest ou the earth, and to lend an encouragi: 
word whenever and wherever they could, tc 
those who sought for England, Lreland, anc 
Scotland such a form of government 
as that under which Americans prospered. 
[Loud applause.} In this way, the names of 
Cromwell and Washington—both deeply graveu 
upon history—would become spell-words for 
future Hampdens and Russells. Mr. Bradiaugh 
concluded with y | brilliant peroration, wiluch 
fairly brought down the housze. 

As an electric orator, Mr. Bradlaugh has no 
equal on any piatform. His person, his voice, 
and his delivery are, aided by his fine sentiments, 
enough to thrill any auaience, however uusym- 


pathetic.

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THE JAY COOKE ESTATE. 


Report of the Trustee—A Discourage- 
img Outiovk—t he Assets Unsalablie. 
Phuadelphia (Dee, 6) Liapaich to the New York Heraid, 

Mr. Edward M. Lewis, Trustee in Bankruptcy 
in the case of Jay Cooke & Co., atter many 
months’ preparation, has at last presented to 
Mr. Cooke’s creditors his report. Me first pro- 
ceeds, in this document, to enumeraie the rail- 
10ad stocks, bouds, houses, building lots, and 
‘lands in general” turned over to him for the 
benetit of the creditors. The houses mentioned 
in the oatalogue are all heavily mortgayed, 
and the actuai valuations of the *ijanuds” 
here,, there, aud everywhere, are so covered 
with incumbrances that they can be 
looked upon as almost if not entirely 
swallowed up. Taking the Trustee's report for 
all it amounts to, alltue houses, estates, lands, 
etc., of the firm seem to nave been pledged 
years ago for borrowed money, aud the only re- 
course the creditors have is to accept the North- 
ern Pacitic bonds, upon which the managers of 
tne bankrupt estate have fixed a valuation which 
they knowto be ** fancy,” avd for which they 
also know said bonds can never be sold in the 
market. Mr. Jay Cooke’s princely residence in 
Germantown (Organta by name). which cost 
over #1,500,000 to coustruct, decorate, and adorn, 
is offered for sale at the price of $500,000, but 
io the critical condition of the times finds no 
purchaser. The immense hotel at Put-in-Bay 
bas also been precipitated upon the market ; but 
as only $35,000 has been bid for it, its furniture 
and surroundings, the offer has been declined. 
The managers of the ruined estate can evi- 
dentiy find no purchasers for anything they 
offer tor sale, and are compelled to state the 
prospective value only of everything they repre- 
seat.

A NEEDED INDUSTRY, 
WORKING UP SCRAP-IRON. 

There is an industry which could be made sig- 
nally profitable to this city if the proper steps 
were taken to put it into operation under the 
management of competent business-men. This 
is a branch of the iron-manufacture which con- 
sist® in refining scrap-iron into a quality of 
boiler-iron of rare excellence. While in this 
Western country scrap-iron exists in great plen- 
ty, no steps have ever been taken to establish 
the refining business here. ‘Lhe scrap-iron 1s 
shipped to the East, and there worked up, thus 
takiug from the city a source of profit, and an 
industry which would give employmeut to num- 
bers of men. What is retained in thecity is 
worked up and rolled out—durt, rust, and ail— 
into an inferior quality of tank-iron, when 
with proper care and the necessary appliances 
it could, at a small cost, be sold for nearly 
double the amount. Scrap in this city is worth 
1 cent a pound. It is estimated that 3,000 
pounds of scrap will yield 2,000 pounds of fin- 
ished boiler iron, which can be manufactured to 
sellat6bg cents a pound, with an enormous 
prolit, according to the following tabie:

These estimates are made by an experienced 
manager, Ou a mili of 10 tons capacity per 
diem, which would be large enough for a plant, 
aud cost $55,000. If these figures are correct 
(and experts can quickiy cetermine), it would 
seem that the failure to utilize ovr loca! oppor- 
tunities 18 bY LO means flattering to our enter- 
prise. it is Scarcely more business-like to sell a 
poor quality of tauk iron for 344 cents a pound 
than to ship the scrap iron of the Noribwest to 
Pittsburg for 1 cent and repurchase it at 634 
cents in addition tothe freight. The subject is 
worth careful consideraticn, and might be made 
anu importaut element of our commerce.
